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ORDER P-126 IS EXTENDED FOR 15 
DAY@ ONLY --REVISION IN WIND? 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Preference Rating 
Order P-126 assigning preference ratings for 
emergency service materials for commercial 
refrigeration and air conditioning machinery 
and equipment, has been extended to Dec. 15 
by the issuance of Amendment No. 4 to P-126. 

The Order had been scheduled to expire 
on Nov. 30. 

Fact that only a 15-day extension was 
granted gave rise to hopes that a long- 
awaited revision of P-126 might be forthcom- 
ing shortly. Present ratings under P-126 are 
generally inadequate due to changes made in 
the priority rating structure. 


L-5-D AMENDED WITH RESPECT 
TO PURCHASES BY RFC SUBSIDIARY 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Defense Sup- 
plies Corp. is the only Reconstruction Finance 
Corp. subsidiary to which domestic mechani- 
cal refrigerators frozen in manufacturers’ 
stocks can be sold without specific authoriza- 
tion, the Director General for Operations has 
ruled in amending Order L-5-d. 

The original order had permitted sales of 
the frozen stocks to other Reconstruction 
Finance Corp. subsidiaries, resulting in some 
sales to the Defense Plant Corp. Today’s ac- 
tion was effected by a revision of paragraph 
(b) (6) of the order, whose original intent 
was to restrict sales to the Defense Supplies 
Corp. only. 


‘ESSENTIAL’ SALESMEN TO GET MORE 
GAS UP TO 8,600 MILES PER YEAR 


(Official OPA Release) 

WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Office of Price 
Administration has announced a modification 
of its mileage rationing regulations at the 
request of Rubber Director William M. Jeffers, 
to grant additional gasoline rations to travel- 
ing salesmen. 

While details are not fully worked out, the 
change in the mileage rationing regulations 
will give these salesmen up to 65% of their 
last year’s mileage, or a total of 8,600 miles 
a year, whichever is less. Representatives of 
traveling salesmen’s groups agreed that this 
mileage is sufficient for essential salesmen’s 
travel. 

Salesmen, who will become eligible for more 
than 470 occupational miles a month, will be 
limited to those engaged full time in the sale 
of necessary productive equipment for farms, 
factories, mines, oil wells, lumber camps and 
similar productive or extractive establish- 
ments, or of essential food, shelter, fuel, 
clothing and medical supplies. Driving in 
connection with the sale of non-essential com- 
modities will not be increased. 

OPA War Price and Rationing Boards will 
be ready to receive applications for rations 
to provide for these additional miles after

WASHINGTON, D. C.— General 
Refrigerator Corp. of San Francisco 
loses any priority assistance of allo- 
cation of material covered by any 
WPB order for the period from Dec. 
9, 1942 to March 9, 1943 in Suspen- 
sion Board S-173 issued by the WPB. 

The suspension order was issued, 
it was stated, because the San Fran- 
cisco concern had violated Priorities 
Regulation No. 1 by hampering and 
impeding the war effort of the U. S. 
by diverting scarce material to uses 
not authorized by the WPB. 

The specific violation charged by 
the WPB was as follows:

L-5-d Not Changed by 
‘Carload Sales’ Provision 


It has been called to the editors’ 
attention that there has been some 
misinterpretation in the field of 
the news story headlined “Carload 
Sales of Refrigerators Now Per- 
mitted” which appeared in the 
Nov. 30 Bulletin Edition of AIR 
CONDITIONING & REFRIGERATION 
NEWS. 

As pointed out in the fourth 
paragraph of this news story 
“there has beeri no change in the 
regulations governing the sale of 
refrigerators.” 

There is no change in Order 
L-5-d as amended, and the pro- 
vision still holds that “refrig- 
erators in the stocks of manu- 
facturers and affiliated distribu- 
tors may only be released with 
authorization of the War Pro- 
duction Board.” 

What the story in the Nov. 30 
issue stated was that in certain 
cases, subject to the approval of 
the WPB, the manufacturer could 
arrange for the sale and shipment 
of electric refrigerators in carload 
lots to distributors.

More Gasoline Promised Greater Output of 


For ‘Essential’ Salesmen 


Stoves Using Wood 
To Be Permitted 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—In order 
that coal and wood burning stoves 
for heating of dwellings, shops, of- 
fices and stores will be obtainable by 
persons needing them to replace fuel 
oil heating equipment, quotas of 
Class C producers in the stove in- 
dustry are temporarily removed un- 
der Supplementary Limitation Order 
L-23-d, issued Dec. 3. This action 
permits unrestricted use of iron and 
steel for the purpose by the Class C 
producers. 


At the same time, through an 
amendment (No. 5) to L-23-c, pro- 
vision is made for clearance of fac- 
tory and foundry space for stove 
manufacture by a shifting of pro- 
duction schedules from cooking 
ranges to stoves. 

Seriousness of the fuel oil shortage, 
particularly in the Eastern seaboard, 
North Central and New England 
states, has made it imperative that 
coal burner heating appliances be 
made available for conversion quick- 
ly, in the judgment of the Plumbing 
and Heating Division of War Pro- 
duction Board. 

Until Jan. 31, 1943, any Class C 
producer engaged in manufacture of 
domestic heating stoves using coal 
or wood may use iron or steel with- 
out regard to quota limitations estab- 
lished under L-23-c, as amended. For 
February and March, quotas are 
again applied. Allowable consumption 
of iron and steel for the two months’ 
period may equal that of the full 
quarterly quota as defined in the 
order. 

Class C manufacturers under L- 
23-c are those whose factory sales of 
domestic cooking appliances in the 
1940-41 base period were less than 
$2,000,000 and who are not located 
in a labor-shortage area. That order 
concentrated the production of do- 
mestic heating and cooking stoves in 
the plants of smaller producers. This 
was done in order to release the 
facilities of larger producers for the 
handling of war contracts. 

The purpose of Amendment No. 5 
(L-23-c) is twofold. It will permit 
manufacturers to fulfill Federal Pub- 
lic Housing Authority contracts for 
coal and wood cooking ranges and 
combination ranges during the cur- 
rent quarter. It goes further by 
authorizing producers to complete 
the manufacture of any permitted 
type of range for which all parts had 
been completed or were in process of 
manufacture on Nov. 9, 1942. 

Production of wood and coal burn- 
ing cooking stoves was prohibited by 
Amendment No. 4 (L-23-c), issued 
Nov. 9, in order that the raw ma- 
terials thus released could be put 
into production of coal and wood 
heating stoves. 


Mueller Brass Declares

PORT HURON, Mich.—Mueller 
Brass Co. here has declared a divi- 
dend of 40 cents a share, to be paid 
Dec. 28. It will be the first payment 
made since ending of the company’s 
fiscal year Nov. 30.

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President’s Letter 
Asks Authority To 
Transfer Systems 


(Concluded from Page 1, Column 3) 
“To the Congress of the United 
States: 


“Under our system of direct ap- 
propriations by Congress to operat- 
ing agencies for specific purposes, 
each executive agency proceeds quite 
independently to acquire and to util- 
ize the material, supplies, equipment, 
and other property which it deems 
necessary for the purposes of each 
appropriation. Both the Bureau of 
the Budget in preparing the annual 
budget and supplemental or defici- 
ency estimates of appropriation, and 
the Congress in appropriating funds, 
must consider the need for such 
items on the basis ot the individual 
appropriation and function to be 
performed. The legislative branch 
quite properly insists that the cash 
and equivalents made available in 
an appropriation to the executive 
branch shall be used exclusively for 
the specific purposes of the appro- 
priation. I recognize fully that un- 
less the integrity of our appropria- 
tion structure is so maintained our 
entire budgeting and appropriating 
systems would be nullified. 


“On the other hand, I find that 
with respect to operating materials, 
supplies, equipment, and other prop- 
erty, existing limitations, or, per- 
haps more accurately, lack of af- 
firmative legislation, unnecessarily 
handicaps’ efficient management. 
Standards of supply and equipment 
stocking and utilization exist only 
here and there throughout the execu- 
tive branch and are quite unco- 
ordinated. Excessive stocks, ineffi- 
cient utilization, lack of fluidity of 
use among kindred action programs, 
and waste in other forms, are all too 
apparent. 

“Only to the extent that property 
is found to be ‘surplus’ to the needs 
and purposes of the appropriation 
under which it was acquired can it 
be made effectively available for 
other uses. In executive order No. 
9235, of Aug. 31, 1942, I provided, as 
far as appeared possible under exist- 
ing law, for an over-all executive 
control of ‘surplus’ supplies and 
equipment. 

“New legislation is necessary, how- 
ever. To provide for such a measure 
of control of the vast quantities and 
wide variety of supplies and equip- 
ment in the possession of our execu- 
tive departments and establishments 
as will insure their complete mo- 
bilization for war, and also provide 
that degree of fluidity of use which 
is essential to efficient peace-time 
management. 

“As an example of the need for 
this legislation in the interest of the 
successful prosecution of the war, 
there is an urgent demand on the 
part of certain war industries for 
air conditioning equipment, which 
need would be met in considerable 
part by utilizing for this purpose 
equipment now in government build- 
ings. 

“T, therefore, recommend early 
consideration by the Congress of 
legislation, in amendment~- of the 
budget and accounting act of 1921, 
which will promote a more effective 
utilization of government supplies 
and equipment both during and after 
the war.

Price Ceilings Promised 
On All Icebox Models 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Price ceil- 
ings establishing dollars and cents 
prices for specific models of iceboxes 
will soon be issued, according to in- 


| formation obtained from OPA head- 


quarters here. 

Such price ceilings will replace the 
General Maximum Price Regulation 
as the controlling factor over the 
sale of iceboxes. Under the general 
regulation sellers of iceboxes are be- 
ing held to their highest March 
prices. The new measure will specify 
precise maximum prices for each 
model now on the market. 

A warning against “overstocking” 
of iceboxes at this time was sounded 
by OPA officials, lest dealers buy at 
inflated prices only to find themselves 
forced to sell at ceiling prices that 
may be lowered. 

The OPA also said that recent 
studies reveal that a number of re- 
tailers are now selling iceboxes for 
the first time, many of these coming 
in after the issuance of the General 
Maximum Price Regulation, and ap- 
parently ignoring that regulation. 


Rema Has Enlisted 
Health Groups For 
Recognition Fight

Mr. Wyllie emphasized the value 
of the product group meetings with- 
in the association, and his comments 
were later reiterated by leaders of 
the product group meetings. 

Executive Secretary R. Kennedy 
Hanson described the work which he 
had done in contacting the public 
health officers of a number of states 
relative to the possible shortage of 
repair and maintenance materials for 
refrigeration equipment, and its prob- 
able effect upon public health. He 
read a typical answer which re- 
vealed the concern which many 
public officials have regarding this 
matter. 

The executive secretary also re- 
ported on his successful efforts to 
“sell” a prominent life insurance 
company on offering in their adver- 
tisements in the coming spring and 
early summer, helpful hints on how 
to keep home refrigeration equip- 
ment in operating order. 

Also along this line were the ef- 
forts of Mr. Hanson working in con- 
junction with Fred B. Hovey, sec- 
retary of the National Refrigeration 
Supply Jobbers Assn., to interest the 
American Medical Assn. in backing 
a program to sell the importance of 
keeping refrigeration equipment in 
repair to the government. 


Army Post Exchanges’ 
Priorities Restricted 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Post Ex- 
changes of the Army and Marine 
Corps and Ship’s Service Depart- 
ments of the Navy are now restricted 
in their use of the preference rating 
of A-10, previously available to them 
under Priorities Regulation No. 1, to 
purchase orders for items listed in 
Priorities-Allocations Instructions No. 
12 issued by the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board, 


An endorsement certifying to this 
fact is required, when applying the 
preference rating to deliveries to 
military exchanges and service de- 
partments, by the terms of Priorities 
Regulation No. 17, effecting the 
change and announced by the Di- 
rector General for Operations. 

In the case of a WPB order con- 
taining an exception in favor of 
material to be delivered to the Army 
or Navy, the exception does not 
apply to deliveries to exchanges and 
service departments unless the fol- 
lowing additional endorsement is 
signed by the Army Exchange Serv- 
ice, the Bureau of Naval Personnel 
or Marine Corps Headquarters: 


“Authorized as an Army (or 
Navy) purchase pursuant to Pri- 
orities-Allocations Instructions.” Or, 
in the case of the Marine Corps, 
“Authorized as a Marine Corps pur- 
chase within Army or Navy excep- 
tion clause pursuant to Priorities- 
Allocation Instructions.” 


In the case of orders restricting 
manufacture or sale to specific per- 
centages of previous amounts, but 
which except sales to the armed 
services from established quotas, 
purchase orders bearing the ad- 
ditional endorsement may be filled 
by suppliers without regard to quota 
limitations. Purchase orders not 
bearing this additional endorsement 
will not be included in the exemp- 
tions, but suppliers are not required 
to fill them in excess of 45 per cent 
of their quotas. 


Frozen Foods Exposition 


Plans Are Canceled 


CHICA GO—tThe third national 
Quick Frozen Foods Exposition which 
was to be held at the LaSalle hotel 
here during Canners’ Week has been 
cancelled in cooperation with the 
war effort, announces E. W. Wil- 
liams, Exposition manager. He points 
out however, that the frozen foods 
industry will still use the LaSalle as 
headquarters for the meeting be- 
tween freezers and government agen- 
cies Dec. 13, and adds that a frosted 
foods luncheon may be held in the 
city that week. 

Curb on convention travel and the 
cancellation of the canners’ and 
brokers’ meetings are further reasons 
given by Mr. Williams for calling off 
the Exposition, which last year at- 
tracted over 1,300 visitors.

Draft Status of 


Servicemen Still 


A Matter of Individual Cases 


Application on Natts 42A Must Present Good 
Reason Why Deferment Should Be Granted 


DETROIT—A more favorable treat- 
ment of requests for deferment of 
experienced refrigeration service engi- 
neers by Selective Service Boards is 
now being generally reported, accord- 
ing to information obtained by Amr 
CoNDITIONING & REFRIGERATION NEwSs, 
but the refrigeration serviceman is 
not yet on any “list” that automatic- 
ally gives him a blanket deferment. 

Rather, each case is still decided on 
its individual merits before the in- 
dividual Draft Boards, and it is thus 
necessary to file the Selective Service 
Form 42A—“Affidavit to Support Claim 
for Occupational Deferment”—in each 
case. 

This form, it is stated, “is to be 
filled out by an employer or other 
person who has knowledge of the 
registrant’s eligibility for Class II 
deferment as a necessary man in his 
civilian occupation or activity. If the 
registrant owns and operates his own 
business, he may fill out this form 
himself.” 


Filling Out Form 42A 


An individual who has gained a high 
percentage of deferments through 42A 
applications points out the following 
as critical points in the application: 

Part B 2 Description of industry or 
other activity. 

This might be answered somewhat 
along the following lines “general re- 
frigeration maintenance and repair 
service to commercial’ establishments 
only (or primarily), including grocery 
stores, meat markets, food ware- 
houses, hotels, restaurants and Army 
Camps and War plants (if any are 
served).” This can be elaborated upon, 
of course, but shouldn’t be em- 
bellished beyond the actual facts of 
the kind of work the serviceman is

To the question in Part B 3 Is the 
activity seasonal the answer should 
be “No.” 

Part B 4 asks Has your product or 
service any relationship to the War 
Production Program ...If so, specify. 
This might be answered generally 
“our service is vital to the mainte- 
nance of existing refrigeration equip- 
ment, vital to the conserving of food 
stocks.” Of course, if you maintain 
equipment for Army or Navy plants, 
or for War plants, this should also 
be specified. 


Why You Are Necessary 


Part B 5 wants to know Is your 
product or service necessary to the 
health, safety or interest of the com- 
munity or the Nation? ... If 80, 
specify. Here again it can be pointed 
out that the services are such as to 
be necessary “for the preservation of 
the foodstuffs both for the community 
which I serve and ... (any special 
Army or Navy establishments and 
War plants). 

Part B 6 (a) asks Have you any 
War Production contracts or subcon- 
tracts? .. If so, specify. If the ap- 
plicant has any such contracts, he 
should of course specify them. 

But eveu if he doesn’t, in answering 
Part B 6 (b) Do any of the above 
contracts carry specific priority rat- 
ings? he might put down the fact 
that he has been given priorities for 
materials to be used in his necessary 
service and maintenance work under 
Preference Rating Order P-126, and 
that a recent announcement declared 
that “top priority ratings of AA-1 may 
be applied to essential repairs and 
maintenance for productive facilities, 
utilities, housing and consumers’ dur- 
able goods.” 

Part C 7 (a) Give an ACCURATE 
and FULL description of his duties. 
(If possible use United States Em- 
ployment Service job specifications) 
can be answered by giving those US.

Searcity of Trained Men 


Part D 1 Have you had difficulty in 
recruiting workers with the reg- 
istrant’s qualifications or skill? should 
be answered with any actual expe- 
rience that the employer has had in 
trying to hire refrigeration service 
engineers recently. It might also be 
interesting to contact the nearest 
Office of the United States Employ- 
ment Service and see if they have 
any men listed as “qualified and 
available” under the Occupational 
Titles discussed in Part C 7. 

Part D 2 Do you anticipate that you 
would have difficulty in recruiting 
workers with the registrant’s quali- 
fications or skill now or in the future? 

. If 80, upon what grounds do you 
base your anticipation? This can be 
answered by reference to your expe- 
riences listed in D 1. 

Part D 3 Would the registrant’s 
removal cause a material loss of ef- 
fectiveness in your activity? ... If 
so, upon what grounds do you base 
your statement? This can be answered 
by pointing out that the services 
which the company or individual had 
been rendering would be seriously 
impaired or possibly stopped entirely 
because there are no men available 
to replace the man who would be 
taken. 

Under D 6 (a) How long does it 
take to train a@ person in the reg- 
istrant’s qualifications or skill? Most 
studies have shown that it takes 
three years to train a refrigeration 
service engineer. If you have any evi- 
dence to back up the length of time 
that you put down as an answer, it 
should be set down. 

In answering Part G Remarks the 
person filling out the questionnaire 
might add some facts about any press- 
ing demands being made on him at 
the present time (such as the number 
of unanswered calls on the record 
and the fact that all men are work- 


ing 12 hours a day or more to keep 
up with them) and also possibly call 
attention to some of the “exhibits” 
attached to the questionnaire. 

Among these exhibits might be: 

The letter from the U. S. Employ- 
ment Service indicating that they 
haven’t any men available under the 
“refrigeration skills’ which they list. 
For example, an organization of 
service contractors in one of the 
nation’s largest cities obtained such a 
letter showing that one such man was 
available. 


How U. S. Describes the Job 


It might also be well to attach the 
full job description of the service 
engineer’s job, as described by the 
U. S. Employment Service as follows: 
“Refrigeration Mechanics: air con- 
ditioning mechanics 5-83.941. 


“Installs, maintains, and repairs re- 
frigerating equipment used in refrig- 
erating plants and for conditioning 
air and cooling water in buildings; 
installs and assembles condensers, 
compressors, motors and other units 
of refrigerating equipment; assembles 
and connects various pipes and ducts 
used in piping brine and conditioned 
air, ref. Pipe Fitter (const.): over- 
hauls and repairs pumps, compressors, 
piping, and other equipment used in 
refrigerating and air conditioning sys- 
tems by (1) inspecting and examining 
the various parts which comprise the 
system to detect leaks and other 
faults, (2) disassembling various parts 
such as valves, springs, brushes, and 
connections, to note their condition- 
ing, and (3) installing new piping, 
packing, valves and pipe couplings to 
stop leaks, uses hand tools, such as 
wrenches, pliers, and pipe threading 
or cutting tools commonly used by 
Pipe Cutters; Pipe Fitter (const.); 
Pipe-Cutting-and-Threading Machine 
Operator; and Pipe Threader, Hand 
(const.). May operate refrigerating 
equipment, ref. 

“Electric Refrigerator Serviceman; 
refrigerator repair man 5-83.031. 


“Services, repairs, and installs elec- 
tric refrigerators in a repair shop, in 
customer’s home, or in establishment; 
examines’ refrigerator installation, 
checking vacuum and pressure cool- 
ing unit with a compound gage, ob- 
serving condition of electric motor, 
and generally inspecting parts to 
determine extent of repairs necessary; 
cleans dirt and lint from condenser 
with a brush;. adds or removes re- 
frigerant to adjust vacuum or pres- 
sure; replaces worn or broken parts, 


using simple hand tools; installs re- ©— 


frigerators, ref. Electric-Refrigerator 
Installer. May make extensive re- 
pairs to electric motor in shop, ref. 
Electric-Motor Repair Man. 

“Gas Refrigerator Serviceman: 
Refrigerator repairman 5-83.032. 


“Services, repairs, and installs gas 
refrigerators in a repair shop, in cus- 
tomer’s home, or in establishment; 
examines’ refrigerator installation, 
testing gas pressure by connecting a 
meter to intake pipe, and performing 
other similar duties; regulates gas 
flow by turning setscrews; if neces- 
sary, removes freezing unit, using 
wrenches, pliers, and other hand 
tools, and replaces the unit. Installs 
refrigerators, ref. Gas-Refrigerator 
Installer. 


“Refrigerator Installer (I) see Elec- 
tric-Refrigerator Installer; Gas-Re- 
frigerator Installer. (II) (refrigerat. 
equip.) 6-94.518. 

“Installs refrigerating equipment in 
cases, one of the steps in building 
complete mechanical refrigerators, 
following specifications and using me- 
chanic’s tools. 


“Refrigerator Tester (refrigerant. 
equip.) 4-94.512. 

“Tests coils, valves, and connections 
of refrigerating systems to ascertain 
that system is leak proof and properly 
adjusted; couples gages and record- 
ing charts to system, starts equipment, 
and watches gages to see that there 
is no loss; checks, temperatures of 
cutting in and cutting out of thermo- 
static control, using thermometer; 
listens for unnecessary noises in 
operation; records running time of 
each cycle to check against allowable 
time; rejects any part of equipment 
not up to standard.” 

Possibly one or two exhibits stress- 
ing the importance of refrigeration 
and demonstrating the scarcity of 
manpower in this field can also be 
included. As an example, the facts of 
the Detroit survey of refrigeration 
service operations (covered in the 
Oct. 19 and Oct. 26 issues of the 
News) has been used as an exhibit 
with some 42A applications. 


A letter from some customer citing 
the importance of the work is an- 
other type of exhibit that might be 
included. 


Whether or not the 42A application 
would be helped by any reference ' to 
the official Selective Service and War 
Manpower Commission bulletins re- 


garding deferment of skilled and es- 
sential workers, is — problematica). 
There is no direct reference to a “re- 
frigeration serviceman” by that name 
in any of the bulletins or directives, 

The official words that have some 
bearing on this subject can be sum- 
marized as follows: 


An amendment dated July 15 to 
Selective Service Local Board Release 
115 “Occupational Classification,” (mM 
I 405) listed 34 essential activities 
named by the War Manpower Com- 
mission as a help to draft boards in 
determining those activities necessary 
to War production and essential to 
the support of the War effort. “Re- 
pair and hand services” and “health 
and welfare services” including public 
health services are among activities 
named in this bulletin. 


Instructions to Boards 


The same amendment advised Se- 
lective Service boards to apply one or 
more of the following tests to de- 
termine whether an activity is neces- 
sary to War production or essentia! 
to the support of the War effort: 


“It is a business performing a 
service, governmental or private, di- 
rectly connected with providing food. 
clothing, shelter, health, safety, or 
other requisites of civilian daily life 
in support of the War effort. 


“Producing raw materials, manu- 
facturing materials, supplies, or equip- 
ment, or performing service necessary 
for the fulfillment of contracts in- 
cluded in . .. (previous descriptions 
of essential contracts).” 


In Occupational Bulletin No. 10 
issued June 18 as “Scientific and Spe- 
cialized Personnel,” the Selective 
Service System stated “there are cer- 
tain persons trained, qualified, or 
skilled in scientific and specialized 
fields who, if engaged in the practice 
of their respective professions are in 
a position to perform a vital service 
in activities necessary to war pro- 
duction and in activities essential to 
the support of the war effort. 


The National Roster of Scientific 
and Specialized Personnel certified to 
the Director of Selective Service for 
that bulletin that in those activities 
necessary to war production and es- 
sential to the support of the war 
effort “there are certain ‘critical occu- 
pations’.” Refrigerating and air con- 
ditioning engineers, electrical engi- 
neers, and heating and ventilating 
engineers are listed among these, and 
designated as requiring two or more 
years of training.

“The improper extension by him of 
these preference ratings enabled him 
to obtain excessive deliveries of ma- 
terials which were not used for the 
purposes specified in connection with 
the issuance of the preference rat- 
ings, thereby constituting a wilful 
violation of Priorities Regulation 
No. 1.”

Truck Owners To Get 
Needed Gasoline 
By Temporary Rations 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Action to 
meet the immediate mileage require- 
ments of commercial motor vehicle 
operators whose ODT Certificates of 
War Necessity do not provide for as 
much gasoline as the operators deem 
necessary for essential operations 
was announced today by the Office 
of Price Administration and _ the 
Office of Defense Transportation. 


OPA, at the request of ODT, is 
instructing its War Price and Ration- 
ing Boards to issue temporary trans- 
port rations to such operators suf- 
ficient to take care of their needs 
between Dec. 1 and Jan. 31. In such 
cases, temporary transport rations 
will be issued by the boards on the 
basis of the operator’s own estimate 
of his minimum mileage needs, in- 
stead of on the gallonage stated on 
the ODT War Certificate. 


War Price and Rationing Boards 
are being urged to limit these gaso- 
line allowances to the applicant’s 
minimum requirements, judging each 
case on the basis of their knowledge 
of local conditions and mileage re- 
quirements of the applicant. 


All rations issued under the tem- 
porary arrangements will be deducted 
from the operator’s allotment granted 
by the ODT in the Certificate of War 
Necessity for the first period, be- 
ginning Nov. 22, 1942 and ending 
March 31, 1943. OPA boards are 
asked to notify each applicant who 
claims an insufficient ODT ration to 
take an immediate appeal to his 
ODT district office, if he has not al- 
ready done so. If the applicant is a 
farmer, he will be referred to the 
Farm Transportation Committee of 
his County United States Department 
of Agriculture War Board for as- 
sistance in making the appeal. 


OPA already has authorized the 
issuance of temporary transport 
rations for commercial motor ve- 
hicles where ODT Certificates of War 
Necessity have been applied for but 
not received or where Certificates 
showed obvious clerical errors. 

Today’s action was necessary, ODT 
officials explained, to allow time to 
issue corrected Certificates of War 
Necessity in cases where original 
ODT allowances prove inadequate. 


Application Forms 
Ready on Adjustment 
OF Servicing Prices 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Two short 
application forms for adjustment of 
service prices under Maximum Price 
Schedule No. 165 have been issued 
by the Office of Price Administra- 
tion. 

One form, OPA-2PR3-(a), is to be 
used when an adjustment is sought 
because a service charge is ab- 
normally low in relation to the maxi- 
mum prices of the same or similar 
services established by other firms. 
Application for price adjustment be- 
cause increasing costs subject the 
seller to substantial hardship are to 
be made on form OPA-2PR3-(b). 


Only a firm whose annual gross 
income does not exceed $25,000 and 
which is not a unit of a chain of 
establishments may use either of 
these forms.

Upholding the validity and reason- 
ableness of the regulation, Judge 
Nordbye found for the government 
in virtually every contested point. 
These charged that the defendant: 
Raised prices above the March 
1942 ceilings established in the law; 
Assumed authority to adjust prices 
without consulting OPA as required; 
Made no effort to confer with OPA 
concerning problems that involved 
price “squeezes” or higher costs of 
replacing price-controlled goods; 
And failed to comply with price- 
posting requirements of the General 
Regulation in many of the 62 outlet 
stores. About the defendant’s use of 
typewritten sheets hung on a shelf 
as means of posting prices, the court 
said “manifestly a futile gesture... 
unless such posting renders the list 
visible and intelligible to the public.” 
Judge Nordbye recognized that the 
reporting and _ record-keeping re- 
quired by OPA’s regulation “impose 
numerous and serious burdens” on 
storekeepers, but added that “no 
citizen in these times should com- 
plain of additional burdens” if strict 
compliance with the regulation will 
achieve the defeat of inflation.
